He 
played wiih strong semi-pro teams and attracted (lie 
attention of the Fait River Club, which signed him in 
the spring of IfJJM. This was Larry's find professional 
engagement 

-M. J- Garrity, Manager uf the Portland Club, and 
Jake Morse of Boston, Secretary of the League, tried 
to interest "Cap’ 1 Anson, player-manager of the old 
Chicago White Stockings, hut it was "nog©." Anson 
said he was too slow around second Isise. Finallv, 
Billy Xa.-ih, manager of the Philadelphia National 
league, purchased [jjiiir'- release from Fall River 
for $3500. 

fi Graceful and Effective'* 

Larry was one of <hc greatest second basemen of all 
time. A plaque to his honor hanging in jhe Baseball 
Hall nf Fame, in Gouperstown, N. V., has this inscrip. 
H--H 1 , "A grtiat hitter and most graceful and affective 
second baseman of his era Managed Cleveland four 
yean, Ratting champion lfttl-Ckf-04.'' 

Strange as it seems, h© started his career a.v catcher 
and was also used as an outfielder. Henuk hit Major 
League delmc with Philadelphia on August 15, 1896, 
at first base, a position never before played. He was a 
winder. Then lw was shifted to other [tositions with 
equal skill. His fame was- growing now and he was 
liailcd us the greatest all around baseball player in the 
world.

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THRILLING ESCAPE FROM 
BELGIUM DURING GERMAN 
INVASION 

Mi". Alice Boumcuf. the sister nif Agnes Bourneuf 
(if the Boston Office, trlls ils how she was Irappe^I in 
Belgium by the German invasion. This is her story 
uj her own words. 

“Thursday, May 9, I was invited to have dinner 
and spend the night in Waterloo, alxmt a lisdf hour lay 
oar fmm BrusseLs, The next morning 1 woke up con¬ 
scious o£ a droning sound, and then the steady reports 
of anti-aircraft guns. The planes went over for a solid 
hnnr, while we took refuse in an air-raid shelter in the 
cellar. When wt- came up the radio announced that 
the Inimlis had done quite a hit of nLueiagc in (he city, 
"AH day Friday and Saturday, lietwecn atr raid 
warnings, we rushed around fixing boxes o i Eood and 
medical supplies for rise air raid shelter, Some of 
the nearby chateaux were hunting and we saw great 
clouds of smoke rising. 

"On Sunday morning when we heard that the Ger¬ 
mans had missed the A invert Canal things really did 
become hectic. The telephone rang incessantly with 
people telling us iliai it was tirue to kiw, and leave 
[uiekly. One of (he guests was in a responsible posi¬ 
tion at the Palace. so he took his car with the Palace 
Humber plates to help us get through the troop lines, 
and we packed it with coats and blankets arid food 
supplies. 

'We joined a steady stream of cars and trucks 
filled with refugees and their little bundles. Many

were on hies ties with bugs of clothing tin ihe-ir lacks. 
Coming toward! us was a steady ctihimn of trucks and 
tanks and guns—British. At every crossroad there 
were Engli>h soldiers directing traffic— .some roads 
being closed ltceause (hey were narrow and full of 
troops* others lx 1 cause rif bombings. 

“It was my joh from the rumble seat to watch lor 
airpilanes so we could scop (I* car and jump into the 
ditch. It wiis very cold and we had to stop many 
times, as German planes swooped down over the lines 
of British troops. The jx^jplein the villages we went 
through v.rre all on the streets—old own and women 
and children with no way to le-ave, bu( wildly cheering 
the English soldiers and calling and waving good lin k 
to those of us who were en rutile- The English sol¬ 
diers were young and smiling, and thev were always 
glad to hear useall ont in English. One soldier asked 
how tveryching was up ahead, and when I shouted 
lack that there were hits of English the whole truck 
load intrst into a cheer.
